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ABSTRACT 

Data presented were made available through the 
cooperative efforts of the State Education Department and the 
responding institutions, the principal data source being the 
computerized Postsecondary Information System's DATACOEE* This 
document demonstrates some of the system's capabilities in displaying 
basic enrollment data. Three approaches are used here to display 
data, each providi^^^a, different perspective on enrollment patterns 
and trends. Some of the general findings are as follows^ total state 
enrollment reached an all-time high in 1975 of nearly one million 
students; both full-time and part-time undergraduate enrollments ■ 
increased^ but part-time enrollment grew more rapidly; full-time 
graduate enrollment increased slightly, while part-time enrollment 
decreased slightly; the State University and private sector 
enrollments increased at about the same rate^ while City University 
enrollments decreased; private and state community colleges 
experienced substantial increase in both full-time and part-time 
undergraduate enrollments; private engineering technical colleges 
grew substantially in enrollments; and the proportion of New York 
State high school graduates going on to postsecondary education in 
the state has remained stable over the first half of this decade. The 
report also provides detailed data on individual institutions,

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This report lauiiches a riev^ se-ries of analytical reports to be 
prepared by the Office of Postsecondaiy Research, Infomation Systems, and 
Institutional Aid, Based on data collected hy the New York State Education 
Department, this first report examines higher education enrcllment patterns 
in New York State. It has two purposesi to present and Bnal^ze enrollment 
data from a nuinber of different perspectives, and to encourage institutions 
to examine their own relative positions by using these data and perspectives. 

Data presented in this report were made available through the 
cooperative efforts of the Education Department and the responding insti- 
tutions* The principal data source 'is the New York State Higher Education 
Data System (KEDS), specifically the key data elements included in the 
"Postsecondary Information Systems DATACOffij" being developed by the Office 
<Df Postsecondary Researchf Infomation Systems, and Institutional Aid* 
The computerized DATACORE system will make it possible to provide the 
Department and others with timely infomation about postseeondary edueation 
in the State, This document demonstrates some of the system* s capabilities 
in displ^ing basic enrollment data. As DATACORE is expanded and refined, 
it will ja'ovlde similar capabilities in other areas as well. 

These data, and perspectives for their application, provide a 
framework for institutions in discerning trends of significance and in 
developing plans for the future. The data to the appendljces can be 
used by individual institutions to assess in more detail their relative 
positions within the overall postseconda^ ^stem of the State. Instil 
tutional self^assessment will become more important as the number of high 
school graduates declines and as competition for students becomes more intense

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Postsecondaiy education in New York State is experienaing increased 
financial pressures related to the fiscal circumstances of both the State 
and Natiori. Competition among pos^secondaiy institutions for students is 
also increasing, as the number ©f high school graduates bec"ns to decline. 
Within this context of competition for both resources and students, 
enrolljnent statistics are probably the best indicators of institutional 
performance. This report Illustrates the basic historical enrollment 
data as indicators of grovrth or contraction* 

TViree aggregations of enrol3jnent data are shown: statewide, 
regional, and sector/institutional type. Combinations of these levels of 
aggregate data also have utility. In addition, institutior^level characteiv^ 
isticG and data are provided as a means for further analysis by individual 
institutions in evaluating their own situations, according to what is 
significant for their own purposea and positions within the State's 
postsecond^^ education comnnmity. 

The report is organised as followsi the first section, General 
Perspecti\'es, offers a broad idew of enrollments for the first half of the 
decade, which provides a generil backdrop for viewing future dlreetlonB, 
The second section. Market Share, applies a business concept to postsecondary 
enrollments for regions and different types of institutions. The third 
section, Residence and Migration, analyses the dynamics of student flow 
among regions and types of institutions. The final section is a ^opsis of 
the entire report. Pertinent data are prodded at the end of each section. 
In addition, two appendices provide explanations of selected Institutional 
characteristics and present specific emollment data for individual 
institutions « 
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The total number of students attending degree-granting institutions 
in New York State re,=-cl.ed almost one million in fall 1975. This represents 
an all- time high in eni-ulliment and m increase of ovar 275,000 (39 percent) 
since fall I969. As shn.,n in tal; • 1, enrollment hac expanded at all levels 
of postsecondai^ education. ••ulu.tMe undergraduate enrolljnent grow from 
just under 400,000 students in I969 to over 548,000 in 1975, an increase 
of almost 38 percent. During the same period, full tamt graduate and 
first-professional enrollment increased by mora than 11,000 (23 percent) to 
more than 63,000. 

Figure 1 illustrates the relative growth in both full-time and 
part-time undergraduate and graduate enrollments for each year between 1969 
and 1975. Most significant is the greater proportionate increase in part-time 
undergraduate over full-time undergraduate enrollment — 56 versus 38 percent. 

A more detailed look at enrollments for I974 and 1975 is provided 
in tables 2A (undergraduate) and 2B (graduate), which show enrolijnents tgr 
sector and type of institution.* At the undergraduate level, part-time 
enrollment has grown more rapidly than full-time enrollment — an average 
rate of increase of 10 versus 6.6 percent. This pattern is reflected in each 
of the three sectors (State University, City University, and private). In 
contrast, full-time graduate enrollment increased statewide, while part-time 
enrollment actually decreased. The State University and private sectors 
reflect this pattern, whereas the City University showed a decrine in both 
full-time and part-time graduate enrollment.

The institutional typoloar used for this report is shown in appendix A. 
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part-timp enrollment are noted lor tne &t.at.e univerai-gy uurmnuiLLb^ uuj.xe^c»| 
private engine ering-technical colleges^ and private ?-y©ar colleges; the 
State University statutory colleges j imiversity colleges, and agricultural- 
teclirdcal collages gained in part-tirne enrollments. The State University 
health sciences centers increased in full-tijne enrollment and declined in 
part-time enrollment. Undergraduate decreases occt^ed for the City 
University community colleges in full-time enrollment and the seminaries 
in part-time enrollment. 

Overall, the private a-year colleges led in imder graduate 
enrollment grovrth* However, this is partially balanced ty the fact that, 
for 1975, these institutions enrolled only three ;^rcent of the full-time and 
two percent of the part-tijne undergraduates in the State* Next in rate of 
growth were the private engineering-technical colleges, with substantial 
increases in both fiill-tljne and part-time enrolments. 

Graduate increases in both f^l-time and part-time enrollments are 
noted for the State University specialized colleges and private colleges; the 
private engineering-technical colleges gained to full-time enrollments and 
the State University health sciences centers and saninaries gained in part-time 
enrollments. The State University specialised colleges gained in full-time 
enrollment, whereas the private speclali2;^3d colleges declined^ the State 
University health sciences centers gained in part-time enrollment, whereas 
the private health sciences centers declined* Graduate decreases occurred 
for the City University semor colleges, with relatively high proportionate 
losses in both the full-time and part-time categories* 
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Overall, the full-time graduate enrollment grovrth of the private 

engineering-technical colleges and the total enrollment decline of the 
City University are the moat apparent trends to be noted. 

It is emphasized that the imdergraduate enrollment grovrth shown 
in figure 1 and tables 1 and 2A reflects an increase in the number of high 
school graduates, rather than an increase in the p>eference of people for 
college. Figures from the Department's Basic Educational Data System show 
a relatively constlnt proportion of New York State high school graduates 
going on to postsecondaiy education in the State during the first half of 
the seventies. Since the number of high school graduates began to decline 
in 1976, and will decline substantialljr over the next I5 years, institutions 
cannot depend on the fonner trend to sustain their enroHments.*

The concept of market share may, with discretion, be useful for 
obsendng trerds in postsecondary education. If applied to enrollment 
shifts between the public and private sectors, for example _ it might describe 
some of the competition for students. It could also be applied to specific 
types' of institutions, such as law schools, to illustrate how weU each is 
attracting students. 

While' competition for students will, for specific institutions, be 
translated into competition with a relatively small set of competitors, it 
is not an objective of this report to heighten tensions that may exist in 
this regard. To minimize such a possibility, this section deals with 
fairly large groups of institutions, with responsibility left to the 
reader to determine implications for individual institutions. 

Two sets of market share statistics are presented. Table 3 shows 
the share of statewide undergraduate enrollment by geographic region and 
table k shows the share by type of institution. Both tables provide 
percentage share statistics for 1974 and 1975, as well as the change ov^ 
the one-year period. 

Regional Comparisons 

When institutions of all sizes, types, and sectors are agp-egated . 
as shown in table 3, New York City realizM the greatest decline in 
regional share of both full-time and par^.time enrollments. Although some 
of the decline in the City University era-olljnents were picked up by private 
institutions in the New York City region, it was not large enough to prevent 
a net decline for the region. Whether the gains of both full-time and 
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part-time students in the Mid-Hudson and Long Island Eegions are indicative 
of some migration of New York City students cannot be determined from these 
data. 

Other regional share declines include full-time eOToUment in the 
Central Region and part-time enrollment in the Genesee Vall^ and Northern 
Regiona* OrO^ if these declines were to continue would th^ begin to 
assume significance. The same may be said for the increasing share of 
part-time students in the Northeast Region, 

Sector/Type Comparisons 

Table 4 presents market share trend data between 1974 and 1975 
for the major types of institutions^ The institutional type shares are 
percentage distributions of each yearns imdergraduate enrollment (100 x 
institutional type enrollment/total enrollment). The changes es^resaed 
are the arithmetic differences in percentages of each inatltution^ type^s 
share between 1974 and 1975* 

The most signlficait change is the decline In the City University 
of both f^l-tajne and part-.tMie eOTollments in both the serior and community 
colleges. Despite the decline in the City teiVOTsity's sh^e of full-time 
undergraduate enrollments, the percentage change in actual enrollment 
declined lass than one percent between 1974 amd 1975 (table 2A). The market 
share approach accentuates the decline because of the over six percent 
increase in total full-time imdergriduate enroUnent in the State, 

Other changes worth noting are the percentage Increase m share of 
full-time eOToUments at the pri-vate-engineerang colleges, the percOTtage 
Inerease in ahwe of part-time ewoUinents at the State University, 
especially its comimrity coUegas, and the perc^ta^a deereaee in share of 
^rt-time em'oUmants at the City University, especially its sera,or collages,

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The State Education Department is studying the application of 
these market share concepts to the State's postsecondaiy education ^stan 
md will be presenting more indepth anises as th^ are caripleted. In 
the meantime, institutions ijiterest^ in assessing their own individual 
performance in the "marketplace" can use the data provided in the appendixes 
to develop institutioi^^-institution market share statistics. These 
statistics may help Institutions to identify problm situations and provide 
insights on how to attract students more effectively.

^IDENCE AND MIGRATION 



Another approach to assessing institutioniJ- performmce in 
attracting students is exMination of the residence and migration of full-tirae 
first--tiine students* In this report, the tern "residence" refers to the 
New York State region of home residence of specified students, md 
"migration" refers to the movement of students from their home regione to 
the regions where their institutions are located. These migration patterns 
p^ovide additional, insights about the student markets being served ^ 
institutions. 

Available data reflect movements of students within the State and 
immigration of out-of-State and foreign students. For a more complete sti^ 
of student migration, it wo^d be desirable to have supplementary information 
oh the cost of attendance, geographic origin of past enrolment, transfers 
and attrition, and pcrogran choices p however, these basic data allow a ramber 
of preliminaiy ana^ses* 

ReglonaJ, Comparisons 

Table 5 presents data on the origin and destination of first-time* 
undergraduates for 1972 md 1974. Mnear correlations of 0,99 for etudant 
origin and institutional location Indicate little structwii change between 
the two years. Slight variations in regional QhBngBB cBn be seen, however,. 

Origin ond destination data for fall 1974 show that two regione in 
the State — New York City and Western (Biffrio) — provide the greateet 
"regional sOT^dce" with Bk*B and S2,0 percent of aU enroUees coming from 
the home region. Generally, the more wbinl^ed the wea, the higher the 
percentage of residents mttending Institutions in the area. Heglonia airollment

Table 6 displigrs the regional figiires for origin md destination 
in both 1972 and 1974 for fiill-time first--time undergraduate studente* 
Inatitutione may wish to derive particular statistics for their own regions, 
as related to their specific concerns. For example, figures in the 
following paragraph are derlTred from table 6, 

. While only 15,2 percent of New York City resident atudenta migrate, 
this represents 19*5 percent (7099) of all of the 36,357 students who migrated 
from their home region to other regions. A combing total of almoBt twc^thirds 
(22,838) of these migrating students cmm from the Eong Island, Not York City, 
and Mld^H^^SQn regions, with 36*3 percent of the migration taktog place among 
the three regions' thCTiselves, Indlviduia^, the Mid-Hudson Long Island 
Hegions appear to be low in "regional s otitic e." However, if the three-region 
metropolltwi area is aggregated, 83.1 perGent of the total area em^ollinent ome

irom zne area. The lower percentage oi" locally enrolled, first-time students 
for the Mid«»Hudson reflects outmigration to three neighboring regions s 
Central (15*1 percent), Northeast (9*3 percent), and New York City (9,7 
percent), i*e., on©-third of the first-time enrollees* 

Another index of drawing power is the percentage of each region's 
enrollment from other regions in the State, as shown belowf
